Dear Mr. Kick: 

This is the final response of the Administration for Children and Families to your February 21, 2019, 
Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) request for an ACF FOIA request log. 

ACF located 54 pages responsive to your request. Some of the information on the disclosed pages has 
been withheld under the FOIA exemption (b)(6). The FOIA exemption (b)(6) permits the withholding 
of records which, if released, would constitute a clearly unwarranted invasion of personal privacy. In 
this case, the withheld information consists of the identities and/or other private information of private 
individuals. Public disclosure of this information would constitute an invasion of privacy of those 
individuals whose identifying information was disclosed. In withholding the information, the 
individual’s privacy interest was balanced against any public interest in disclosure. In each instance 
where information was withheld, it was determined that the individual’s privacy interests outweighed 
any public interest in disclosure of the withheld information. Disclosure of the withheld information 
would invade the privacy of the subject individuals but would reveal nothing about the operations or 
activities of the government. 

You have the right to appeal this determination. By filing an appeal, you preserve your rights under 
FOIA and give the agency a chance to review and reconsider your request and the agency’s decision.
